Great care should 
be exercised in the initial 
tions, The potato trenches should 
be perfectly straight and evenly 
spaced at about 27 inches apart. Use 
a line to get the measurements accu- 
rate. For an early potato this is the 
ideal distance. The seed pieces 
shauld be from 14 to 18 inches apart 
in the rows. The best practice is 
to select good medium sized _pota- 
toes and make four sets out of them, 
cuttting lengthwise and then across. 
There are several potato cutters on 
the market, but while some of ‘these 
are better than others, the most sat- 
isfactory way is to cut by hand, It 
it very important to plant freshly-cut 
seed, Leaving the sets uncovered in 
the trenches lessens the yield. 

It 1s of the utmost importance to 
|know the most economical depth to 
plant potatoes, as there is no doubt 
that different depths of planting will 
|give different results, While shallow 
planting has given the best yields at 
Ottawa in loose, sandy loam soil, the 
most economical depth is from four 
to five inches for rich loamy soils. 
Sets shauld be planted deeper in 
soils likely to dry out than in others 
more retentive of moisture, Where 
early potatoes are wanted, the sets 
Should be planted shallow in the 
warm soil near the surface. Unless 
the soil is kept loose and free from 
weeds, the potato crop will not be 
large.
